convened Jan, 15. 


No final vote on the bill Itself 


is expected before next week at 
the earliest.

M. Dirksen, who twice has vot- 
ed against ending the debate, 
told newsmen Tuesday "a very 
substantial measure of agree- 
ment" had been reached on the

Dirksen said the compromise 


measure's open-housing provi- 
sion "will be stronger than the 
one 1 helped kill two years 
ago." 


The compromise open-housing 


proposal 
would take effect in 


three stages, applying immedi- 
ately to housing financed with 
federal aid and by the end of the 
year to big apartments and 
housing developments. 


The third stage, applying in a 


limited degree to sale or rental 
of single-family dwellings, re- 
portedly would take effect next 
year. 


It would exempt single-family 


dwellings if the owners sell or 
rent the property themselves 
but would not permit them to In- 
struct real-estate brokers todis- 
criminate. 


The House passed an open- 


housing bill In 1966 which would 
have applied to about 40 per 
cent of the nation's housing. It 
was this measure which Dirksen 
helped defeat In the Senate. As 
currently written, the meas- 
ure's open-housing provisions 
would apply to about 97 per cent 
of the nation's housing. 


Dirksen outlined for newsmen

The four basketball stars are 


Negroes, but gave "academic" 
reasons for rejecting the invita- 
tions. They said the trials would 
take them away from school too 
long. 


On Monday 32 African nations 


withdrew from the Games in 
Mexico City in October as a pro- 
test against South Africa's par- 
ticipation. 
South Africa was 


barred from'the 1964 Games be- 
cause of its racial policies, but 
was readmitted^ this year after 
promising to send an Integrated 
team. 


Gulllio Onesti, president of the 


Italian 
Olympic 
Committee, 


said Tuesday he had asked Av- 
ery Brundage, president of the 
IOC, 
to call a special meeting. 


Brundage said he saw no possi- 
bility of a special meeting and 
the Marquess of Exeter, an in- 
fluential member of the IOC, 
agreed with him. 


"We had exhaustive debates 


on the ren-entry of South Afri- 
ca," the Marquess said. "We 
took a postal vote on the issue 
and the vote was substantially 
in favor of South Africa's re*en- 
try, The world would think it 
very strange if two weeks later 
we had another meeting to dis- 
cuss the whole business yet 
again."

S p e c i f i c a l l y , you avoid 


Blackwood anytime you have 
a worthless doubleton in an 
unbid suit. The reason for 
this is that if your partner's 
response shows that there is 
exactly one ace held against 
you, you won't know whether 
or not to bid the slam. 


We cover this by the follow- 


ing rule: We never use Black- 
wood unless we plan to bid a 
small slam any time our 
partner's response shows that 
our side holds three of the 
four aces. 


How do you invite or bid a 


slam without .using Black- 
wood? Easy! You use cue 
bids. 
,The bidding in the box 
shows how the winning pair 
in a team match stayed out of 
trouble;] South was really im 
terested in a slam after his 
partner jumped to four hearts.

Soviet Ships 
Harassing 
U.S. Vessels

WASHINGTON (AP) - Soviet 


ships have reportedly harassed 
U.S. Navy vessels about a dozen 
times in the waters off Korea 
since the Communist North Ko- 
rean seizure of the intelligence 
ship Pueblo. 


Both the U.S. and Soviet Un- 


ion sent sizeable naval forces 
into the Sea of Japan crisis area 
in the wake of the Pueblo inci- 
dent. 


Most of the harassments have 


gone 
unreported 
officially, 


sptirces/ said, 
apparently to 


•avoid -iaggravating 
American 


'tensions over the situation grow- 
ing out of the .seizure of the 
Pueblo and its crew. 


The only one reported in- 


volved a collision, described as 
minor, between the U.S. de- 
stroyer Rowan and a Soviet 
merchant ship, the Kapltan Vi- 
solbokov, on Jan. 31. The U.S. 
claimed the ;Rowan had the 
right of way. 


The unreported incidents were 


near-misses, sources said. 


By this, they meant that So- 


viet ships, mostly destroyers 
and intelligence gathering craft, 
steamed into the midst of U.S. 
naval formations or sailed dan- 
gerously close to American 
ships. 


Both countries have scaled 


down their naval forces in the 
waters off Korea recently. At 
one point, the Soviets had some 
14 
warships, 
including 
two 


cruisers, operating in the same 
general area where the U.S. 
fleet had been built up.

sources said, referring to inter* 
views granted recently by Capt. 
John J, Merrick, who command- 
ed the two destroyers involved 
in the Tonkin incidents. 


"Sen, Fulbright is quite satis- 


fied 
that the committee has 


made its point. That was to 
make clear that the Gulf of Ton- 
kin incident lifted from Con- 
gress and the public the right to 
debate the issues in Vietnam." 


Congress, with Fulbright lead- 


ing the way, passed a resolution 
empowering the President "to 
take all necessary measures" to 
prevent further aggression after 
the two destroyers reported 
they were attacked in the gulf 
by North Vietnamese boats. 


President Johnson 
and top 


aides have frequently cited the 
1964 
resolution as authority for 


subsequently increasing U.S. in- 
volvement in Vietnam. 


Pained at this interpretation, 


the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee last November passed a na- 
tional commitments resolution. 
Fulbright will take it to the Sen- 
ate floor next month. 


Joint resolutions such as those 


pertaining to Formosa, the Mid- 
dle East and the Gulf of Tonkin 
are a proper method of granting 
authority, provided that they 
are precise as to what is to be 
done and for what period of 
time, and provided that they do 
in fact grant authority and not 
merely express approval of un- 
defined action to be taken by 
the President, the resolution 
says. 


It would require that Con- 


gress, in considering resolutions 
"involving the use or possible 
use of the armed forces": 


—Debate the proposal at suffi- 


cient length to establish a legis- 
lative record showing the intent 
of Congress; 


— Use the words "authorize" 


or "empower" to leave no doubt 
that Congress alone has the con- 
stitutional right to authorize ini- 
tiation of war and that, in grant- 
ing the President authority to 
use the armed forces, Congress 
is granting power that he would 
not otherwise have; 


—State in the resolution as ex- 


plicity as possible the kind of 
military action that is being au- 
thorized; 


— Put a time limit on the reso- 


lution, thereby assuring Con- 
gress the opportunity to review 
its decision and extend or termi- 
nate the President's authority to 
use military force, 


"It was a committee decision 


to hear only the Defense De- 
partment," said the committee 
source. "By calling the com- 
mander of the ship, and the var- 
ious officers and men Involved, 
we would be turning the inquiry 
into an investigation."

on the scene that the three were 
his crewmen and were picked 
up from the water, the Coast 
Guard said It did not see what 
happened to the three after the 
ramming incident* 


Earlier the Cubans seized tht 


ship, the 26 de Julio, but failed 
in an attempt to bring her Into 
Norfolk when they could not get 
the anchor up, Coast Guardmen 
said. 


A Coast Guard vessel stood by 


but did not Interfere because the 
incident occurred well beyond 
the 3-mile limit. The ship's cap- 
tain radioed later that "The 
trouble is settled now. We go 
back to Cuba." 


The 
episode, 
covering 
15 


hours, reached its climax off the 
coast of Virginia Tuesday after- 
noon. This was the sequence of 
events as related by the Coast 
Guard: 


At 2 a.m. Tuesday the Cuban 


ship 
radioed 
that the crew 


sought political asylum. She 
was

to head tor 


Hampton Roads and the cutter 
Point Brown was dispatched to 
meet her with Master 
Boat- 


swain's Mate P. W. Cavlness, 
43, of Silver City, N.C,, in com- 
mand. 


Cavlness said he watched tht 


ship anchor 10 miles east-north- 
east of Cape Henry Tuesday 
morning. He said he had in- 
structions not to board the ves- 
sel but to try to get it Into inland 
waters- inside the U.S. territo- 
rial limit. 


"But they were having trouble 


getting their anchor up," he re- 
lated, and about 1:30 p,m. he 
saw three men lower a lifeboat, 
climb into it and start rowing 
away. 


Soon, he said, a number of 


men appeared on the deck, the 
ship got under way, dragging Its 
anchor, and rammed the life- 
boat twice. 


On a third pass, Cavlness 


said, the ship stopped between 
the cutter and the lifeboat and 
"I didn't see them (the three 
men) 
anymore." 


He didn't interfere, Caviness 


said, because he was awaiting 
orders and "I wasn't prepared 
to go out there and take action 
that might involve the whole na- 
tion and might be over my 
head." 


He said that by the time of the 


third pass he had received or- 
ders to "take all necessary 
steps to see that this Cuban ves- 
sel did not run over this boat a 
third time.. .my guns were un- 
covered." 


Coast Guard sources said the 


armament of the Point Brown 
included a ,50-callber machine 
gun 
nd an .81mm mortar. 


Crewmen leaving the craft upon 
Us return to port carried Ml ri- 
fles and submachine guns. 


Lt. Cmdr.R. H, Elkins, 43, of 


North Cape May, NJ,, was 
aboard the Coast 
Guard tug 


Chock which arrived later and 
pulled alongside the 26 de Julio. 


Elkins talked through an in- 


terpreter to the master of the 
Cuban vessel, Rlcardo Purl, 
whom he described as "anxious 
to apologize and explain what 
happened,"
